Korea Armistice Hopes Dim: Gen. Van Fleet 


Claims Reds 
In Position 
To Linger 


Foe Believes U.S. 
Will Not Attack to 
Force Truce: General 


SEOUL, Korea — (AP) — 


Gen. James A. Van Fleet said 
today there is less chance for 
an armistice in Korea than 
ever before. 


The U. S. Eighth army comman- 


der told a news conference the 
prospect for an armistice is in 
direct proportion to the amount .of 
military pressure put on the Com- 
munists and that the Communists 
believe the United Nations forces 
will not attack to force a truce. 


Talks in Recess 


Armistice talks at Panmunjom 


are in recess until Sunday. 


Van Fleet told newsmen in the 


war room of Eighth Army head- 
quarters that the Communists were 
"in a position of readiness to wait 
out a war." 


"Whether this is connected with 


an armistice or not is anybody's 
guess," he said. 


Van Fleet said although the Reds 


had "thinned out" their frontlines, 
they still had almost a million men 
in North Korea. He continued: 


The Reds "needed and wanted" 


an armistice in June and again in 
November of last year when they 
were "in bad shape" but after they 
got through the winter, they be- 
came "bold" and a "tough trader" 
at the conference table. 


"Recent trends indicate less of 


a chance - for an armistice than1 
ever before," Van Fleet asserted. 


Reds Build Defense* 


He reported the Reds have built 


up their defenses on both coasts 
in fear of an Allied amphibious 
attack "of which they always have 
been frightened." 


Van Fleet said he believed the 


main reason the Reds thinned their 
front line forces was the Eighth 
Army's "heavy pressure by artil- 
lery fire. 


"At long last it has become ap- 


parent to the enemy that he has 
been a damn fool to stay in the 
frontlines for us to shoot at. 


"Eighth Army military pressure 


causes more casualties and dam- 
age than the enemy is capable of 
maintaining. 


"The best way to win is by pres- 


sure. 


"We are strong anywhere, but 


we like to have him in strength as 
far forward as possible. The farth- 
er forward he is, the easier we 
can knock him out. We convinced 
him of that and he finally has 
come to his senses." 


Flood* Hurt Reds 


Van Fleet said floods caused the 


Reds more trouble by cutting their 
frontline supplies in recent weeks, 
particularly on the western front. 


Commenting on the bitter fight- 


ing for Old Baldy hill on the west- 
ern front, Van Fleet said there 
had been no concerted effort by 
the allies to retake the advance 
positions held since July 22 by the 
Chinese troops. The hill, prior to 
that, had changed hands several 
times in fighting that began July 
17. 


Van Fleet said that when the 


UN wants to retake Old Baldy, "it 
will be retaken."

Saucers Not 
Dangerous? 
AAF Insists 
But Investigation 
Continues Into 
Mounting Reports 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


The air force says it's still 
checking into flying saucer 
reports, but it's certain of one 
thing: the saucers — whatever 
they ,are— don't seem to be 
a menace to the United States. 
Most of the sightings traced 
to date have turned out to be 
natural phenomena. 


A flurry of reports that scores 


of unidentified objects hnd been 
spotted by radar in the Washing- 
ton area during the past 10 days 
led the Air Force to call a special 
News conference Tuesday to tell 
what it knew— or thought— of the 
saucers. 


The official Air Force conclu- 


sion: 


Some Credible 


About one-fifth of the 
sighting 


reports are "from credible obser- 
vers. of relatively incredible things 
—so we keep on being concerned 
about them." 


Of the one-fifth for which there 


is no explanation, Maj. Gen. John 
A. Samford, intelligence director. 
said: 


"No pattern has ever been found 


that reveals anything remotely like 
& purpose of consistency that can 
in any way be associated with any 
menace to the United States." 
"• 


Ramey announced that since 1947 
the Air Force has analyzed about 
2,000 reports of strange objects 
in the sky. 


The bulk of these hav* 
been 


reasonably well identified as the 
product of friendly 
aircraft, and 


out-and-out hoaxes, or 
electrical 


or metcorlogical phenomena. 


But every effort Is being made 


to identify the 
mysterious one- 


fifth. 


Some of the unidentified objects 


show up distinctly on radar sets. 
Early Tuesday for example, the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
at Washington National Airport 
reported strange blips on Its radar 
screen — dots w h i c h normally 
would represent airplanes moving 
through the sky— for a pre-day- 
break period of almost five hours. 


Other radar units In the area 


failed to pick up the objects, how- 
ever. No visual sightings were re- 
ported. 


Hot Weather Responsible? 


The two generals added that the 


hot weather of recent weeks well 
might be related to the 
current 


outbreak of saucer reports. 


They said that a temperature In- 


version—a layer of warm air over 
cool air— sometimes may be suf- 
ficient to deflect radar waves and 
cause a false response on a radar 
set. 


Samford said such an inversion 


was present in the Washington 
area early last Sunday, when up 
to a dozen unidentified objects ap- 
peared on radar screens both at 
Washington National Airport and 
nearby Andrews Air Base.

with the Soviet Union has been convicted Of letting his diary fall into 
Communist hands. 


Technically, Maj. Gen. Robert 


W. Grow was found guilty by a 
court martial yesterday of two of- 
fenses: jotting down military se- 
crets in his personal diary and 
failing to safeguard classified data. 


Reprimanded 


He was sentenced to a repri- 


mand, which will count against 
future promotion, and suspension 
from command for six months. 
Maximum penalty would have been 
five years confinement, discharge, 
and forfeiture of pay and allow- 
ances. 


Evidence against Grow, 57-year- 


old hero of two world wars, has 
not been made public. 


But If propaganda Russia poured 


out last year to bolster war-mon- 
geriees against the United Stales 
is correct, the diary said in part: 


Wanted War 


/'War: as soon as possible: Now: 


. '. . the time is ripe for a blow this 
year 1951 ... we must learn that 
in this war it is fair to hit below 
the belt. We must understand that 
this war is total war and is fought 
with all weapons." 


Early lasj year Grow was a mili- 


tary attache at the U. S. Embassy 
in Moscow. He went to Frankfurt, 
Germany, on official business. 


While there, a Russian spy al- 


legedly crept into his room during 
his absence, stole his diary, photo-

Plans for Future 


General Eisenhower and Governor Stevenson, the major 


party presidential nominees, are both essentially men of de- 
cent character and high motive. May we therefore look for- 
ward to a campaign free of mud slinging and wild charges? 


Perhaps we could if the campaign were to be left wholly 


to the nominees themselves. Although even here there could 
be no flat assurance. Competing for the senate in New York 
three years ago, John Foster Dulles and Senator Lehman, 
two high-minded men, fought like waterfront roustabouts. 


But of course, the candidates will not be alone on the 


hustings. Each will have a host of free-swinging helpers who 
will feel no particular compulsion to observe the political nice- 
ties. The slugging may te severe. 


Many will say that the nominees are handicapped not 


alone by their gentlemanly tendencies but by their closeness 
on many issues—especially in foreign affairs. Both are mod- 
erate middle-of-the-road men. If you scan their public ut- 
terances carefully, you find amazing similarity at many 
points. 


Despite these basic parallels, however, a marked differ- 


ence in emphasis is inevitable in the coming campaign. Ste- 
venson perforce will have to defend the Democratic record 
and extol its program. 


Eisenhower will be free to assail those things. 
Right here is the critical area for the Republicans. Many 


non-party members feel 20 years is more than long enough 
for one party to hold power. Many are disturbed over one 
phase or another of Democratic rule—conduct of the Korean 
war, corruption in Washington, failure to halt inflation, and 
so on. 


Those people want to hear the Democrats criticized. But 


they want more. They want to know what positive, con- 
structive ideas the Republicans have for doing the jqb better. 
Mere denunciation is not enough to attract legions of waver- 
ing voters. 


Denunciation unmatched by constructive, hopeful plans 
is the specialty of the extremist. And the great lesson of 
the two conventions in Chicago was the shoving of the ex- 
tremists into the background. The moderates won, because 
they -believe people are fed up with extremism and seek a 
middle course. 


This outcome—Eisenhower vs. Stevenson—may not 


. make for a sharp cleavage on issues and men'as some observ- 
ers feel we should have. However that may be, the largest 
part of the voting populace, as it is read by politicians, whose 
business is to judge accurately, wants the kind of result 
Chicago produced. 
• 
• 
• 


• Stevenson, of course, begins -with the advantage of a 
great basic Democratic strength among the electorate. His 
task will be to convince the big, shifting mass of unsettled 
voters in the middle range that they have nothing to "gain 
by drifting into the Republican zone. He is unlikely to accom- 
plish this if he suggests the Democratic administration has 
been unmarred by corruption and error. 


Eisenhower's task, aside from legitimate criticism of 


Democratic failings, will be to devise a positive array of poli- 
cies that will take his party out of the realm of strident de- 
nunciation, where it has dwelt so long. 


In the final test, it will be the kind of program Eisen- 


hower comes up with that will mark out the real differences 
between himself and Stevenson in this election year. 


We all understand that the Democrats are running on 


their record, with the evident promise to continue the same, 
with appropriate modification suiting Stevenson's own great 
conservatism. 


What the nation now awaits is Eisenhower's version of 


American life in the years from 1953 to 1957, and perhaps 
beyond. 


If the general fashions the program he seems to under- 


stand is needed, then his 1952 campaign, whatever its occa- 
sional harsh undertones, may turn out to be the most sensi- 
ble and sincere and instructive the American people have 
seen for more than three decades.

Deception Will Help You Win 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


Every week or BO I get a letter 


from 
some 
outraged 
Canasta 


player: "Why don't you «ay some 
thing strong about trickiness and 
dishonesty?" these letters usually 
ask. "One of my opponents dis- 
carded four sevens in & row into 
a frozen pack. 


"When a seven was then dig- 


carded to her, she had the nerve 
to produce a pair of sevens and 
pick up an enormous discard pile 
I call that dishonesty." And so 
on, and so on. 


It would be very easy for me to 


sigh "Ah, the ladies" and let it 
go at that. But the truth is that 
a tricky play of this nature always 
stirs me to admiration and envy. 
The only strong words I could use 
would be words of strong praise. 


I realize that some people are 


opposed to deception in any form 
whatever. They remind me of the 
classic (if ungrammatical) defini- 
tion of a bore—a guy who, when 
you ask him how he is, he tells 
you. 


It would bore me to play any 


game without ever making a'de 
ceptive move. I'd rather win any 
game by deception than by brute 
force—and so would every good 
player of every game that I have 
ever known. 


Mind you, there is a point at 


which deception really does be 
come dishonest. You may play any 
card at all if the card itself is 
to do the job of deceiving your 
opponents. You must not help the 
card, however, by acting or by 
saying anything. In Canasta you 
are not supposed to say or do any- 
thing misleading, except by the 
cards that you play. 


While we're on the subject of 


tricky plays, I can't resist relating 
one of my own favorite traps. It 
happened in the first hand of the 
last game of the match I played 
against Fry and Lightner a couple 
of years ago. Nobody melded for 
the first few rounds, and I then 
melded from my hand by putting 
down ace-ace-deuce. 


After my discard, Fry promptly 


froze the pack. This was sound 
play, especially since his only hope 
was to pile up a really big score. 
Lightner, at my right, .decided that 
I couldn't have an ace In my hand 
since I would have melded three 
aces instead 
of 
ace-ace-deuce. 


Hence- he discarded an ace. 


I then produced a pair of aces 


from my hand to take the discard 
pile. Incidentally, the 
opponents 


groaned, but they also laughed. 
Even a pair of experts can be fool- 
ed by a deceptive play, and the 
experts are sporting' enough to en 
joy it in a rueful sort of way.

Premature Infant Death 
Reduced in Past Decade

It is risky to be born prema- 


turely. Those deaths 
which oc- 


cur in premature 
infants 
are 


among the 10 leading causes of 
death in the whole population. In 
1944, 
for example, more than 33,- 


000 deaths were recorded among 
premature infants. 


But the situation is getting bet- 


ter. In 1933 about 15 premature 
infants died for every thousand 
live births; in 1944 this had fallen 
to about 11, and is probably con- 
'timung to improve. This means 
that today infants born prema- 
turely have a considerably better 
chance of surviving than those 
who were bom 20 years ago.

It's Hard to Brush Off Those Mystery 'Saucers' 


:\o Way to Debunk Visual Sightings 
Confirmed by Three Radar Reports 


By DOUGLAS LARSEN 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—The flying saucers are back. 
And their return to the headlines has been the result of 
i startling new development. 


For the first time, numerous and simultaneous visual 


sightings have been positively confirmed by official Civil 
Aeronautics administration radar observations. 
This has 


happened twice under almost identical circumstances on two 
Cccessive Saturday nights. 


Up until now official and un- 


official 
saucer 
debunkers have 


oroduce 01 edible theories to ex- 
plain away reports of visual sight- 
ings as natural phenomena. They 
have done the same for individual 
radar sighting reports. 


But none of this reasoning satis- 


factorily 
explains away 
visual 


sightings absolutely confirmed by 
radar. 


remarkable new chapter in 


the weird flying saucer story was 
written hi the skies over Wash- 
ington for six hours before dawn 
on Sunday, July 20, and again 
one week later. The detail* and 
Implication* of what took place are 
now confirmed by CAA and the 
Air Force. 


Since then the Air Force has 


quietly said it was closing to the 
press its special section at Wright 
$)-ld in Dayton, O., which has 
been studying flying saucer re- 
ports. In addition, all information 
concerning that group's person- 
nel, activities and budget is now 
etnctly classified. 


Full details of what happened 


the first night are being revealed 
for the first time by NEA Service. 


These are the facts: 
Beginning snortly 
after 
mid- 


night, and continuing until dawn, 
£?ht expenenced CAA radar op- 
erators and technicians, manning 
the air route traffic control cen- 
ter in hanger No. 6 at National 
Airport, tracked from seven to 
ten unidentifiable and mysterious 
objects performing strange gyra- 
tions in the skies in a 30-mile ra- 
Uius above Washington. 


Harry G. Barnes, who has been 


*ith CAA for nine years, mostly

• group. After making sure that 


the objects were not known air- 
craft and that the radar was op- 
erating perfectly, he checked his 
finding! with the radar operators 
In the control tower. They instant- 
ly confirmed what he saw, and 
continued to do so. The two radars

Later the radar at nearby An- 


drews Fir Force base also 
firmed the sightings. 


When the center radar showed 


one of the unidentified objects in 
a low position in the northwest 
sky, 
the operators in the tower 


were able to see it. One of them, 
Howard Cocklin, who has been 
with CAA for five years, describes 
it: 


"It wafc a good-Hieed light, yel- 


low to orange in color. At first it 
looked like a great big star. Then 
it began to move In a manner 
uhicli' made you rr»lixe it couldn't 
be a star. There was no unusual 
high Kpeed about its mo\ementK 
and at times it seemed to hover. 
We could see it moving around 
like that for about 15 minutes. It 
just disappeared into the north- 
west sky." 


There are no windows in the 


center 
Barnes 
was 
operating. 


None of the eight men could leave 
to go outside to try to check their 
own radar sightings visually. 


As is normal at that time air 


traffic was very light. But at the 
first opportunity an operator in 
Barnes' office 
contacted Capital 


Airlines pilot Capt. S. C. Pierman 
shortly after he took off and asked 
him to look for the objects. 


For about 14 minutes, Pierman 


was in direct, two-way communi- 
cation with Barnes. While he was 
within radar range, Pierman was 
able to see six objects which 
showed up on the path indicated 
by the center's radar. Pierman's 
sightings reported to Barnes coin- 
cided 
exactly with' the radar 


sightings,Barnes reports. 


Pierman is a 17-year veteran of 


commercial flying 
and 
is 
de- 


scribed by Capital Airlines offi- 
cials as very level-headed and 
"taciturn." After he landed in De- 
troit Pierman had this to say 
about the sightings: 


"In my years of flying I've seen 


a lot of falling or shooting stars— 


I whatever you call them — 
but 


the** were' much faster than any* 
thing like that I've ever teen. 
They were moving too fast for 
that. They were about the tame 
nize as the brighter star*. And 
they were much higher than our 
6.000-foot altitude. I couldn't esti- 
mate the speed accurately. Plea*e 
remember I didn't apeak of them 
a* flying saucers—only very fact 
moving light*."

Charles Wheaton. first officer on 


the flight with Pierman, a vet- 
era'n of 12 years of flying con- 
firms Pierman's sightings 
and 


adds: 


"Before the other night, I al- 


ways discounted 
alleged 
flying 


saucer* 
as 
atmospheric 
phe- 


nomenon. But now I feel I have 
actually Keen some active. *trange 
objects which defy explanation." 


Another Capital Airlines pilot 


also reported seeing a light off his 
wing, which showed up in that po- 
sition on the radar scope. Other 
pilots in the air that night, Barnes 
reveals, appeared to be reluctant 
to discuss the subject with him on 
the radio. 


The mystery of the flying sauc- 


ers had its start on June 24, 1947, 
when a Boise. Ida.ho, business- 
man, Kenneth Arnold, flew his 
private plane over the 
jagged 


peaks of Washington's Ml. Ran- 
ier. When he landed, he breath- 
lessly reported having seen "a 
chain of nine saucer-like objects 
playing tag at fantastic speeds." 


Since then 


thousands of 


there 
have 


sightings all 


been 
over 


the- world, many obviously report- 
ed by crackpots. 
But a substan- 


tial number have been so strange 
and reliably described, even the 
Air Force has had to admit that 
they were iinexplalnable. 


Many books have been written 


on 
the 
subject. 
Hundreds of 


magazine articles have treated all 
aspects of the question. However, 
a review of most of what has been 
written and officialy reported on 
the subject points 
up several 


unique aspects to the recent Wash- 
ington sightings: 


It'* the first time that three 


separate radar sets have reported 
Identical sightings. 


It's the first time they have re- 


mained under observation in one 
area for so long a time. 


It'* the first time no many com- 


pletely responsible men, includ- 
ing radar operators and pilots, 
all observed and reported 
the 


same thing at the same time, with 
all report* checking so accurately.

of unofficial stories of persons in 
the iarea who claim to have seen 
one'or moie strange lights mov- 
ing about in the sky. 


Saul Pett, a news service re- 


porter in River Edge, N. J.. wrote 
a detailed story on one that he 
saw just before seven objects ap- 
peared on the CAA radar screen 
at National Airport. He said: 


"It looked like a sphere, so 


deeply orange colored that it ap- 
peared almost the Bhade of rust. 
It was silent as death. It was 
moving too fast and evenly to be 
a balloon. I saw a flying saucer 
and you can't convince me that 
there is no Mich animal." 


He said it disappeared in the 


direction of Washington. 


The Air Koice has the responsi- 


bility of finding out what1 there is 
to the saucer reports. After two 
years' study it finally reported in 
1950: 


"All evidence and analyses in- 


dicate that the reports of uniden- 
tified flying objects are the result 
of: (1) Misinterpretation of vari- 
ous conventional objects; 
(2) a 


mild form of mass hysteria; (3) 
or hoaxes." 


Lt. Col. DeWitt R. Searles, an 


Air Force press officer, was given 
the job of officially denying the 
existence of saucers from then oi\. 
His file on the subject was labeled 
"death of the saucers." 


On June 17 of this year, how- 


ever, Col. Searles was forced to 
reveal a slight alteration in the 
Air Force stand on saucers. He is- 
sued a statement which said: 


"No concrete ei'idence has yet 


reached us to either prove or din- 
prove the existence of the so-called 
flying saucer*. However there re- 
main a number of sighting* which 
have not been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. A» long as this is true 
the Air Force will continue to In- 
vestigate flying saucers report*." 


Air Force reaction to the recent 


Washington 
sightings 
has 
been 


curious, and its reports have been 
conflicting. 
A few minutes after 


CAA confirmed its sightings on 
the 20th it reported the fact to 
the Air Force in a normal but 
classified procedure. 


For the next several days the 


Air Force claimed that its radar 
at nearby Andrews Air Force base 
did not confirm the findings of the 
CAA radar. Later, however, the

went aloft to investigate the sight- 
ings. A week later, ltowe\cr. the 
Air Force sent up jets to trj to get 
a closer look at tlio objects. 


The only report trom the fighter 


pilots was that they saw strange 
lights, inoxing too fast for the tiOO 
mph jets to intercept. 


Anothci 
conflicting 
1 Air Force 


report concerns a saucer expert 
from the now barricaded unit at 
Dayton, Capt. E. J. Ruppclt. He 
"happened" to be in town at the 
time. An AF spokesman said that 
he would interview all of the per- 
sons involved in the sightings. 


A week later, however, Capt. 


Ruppelt had left town and had not 
contacted a single one of the CAA 
persons involved. Col. Searles re- 
ported that he had taken a copy 
of Barnes' brief summary report 
in long hand over the telephone 
next day. That constitutes the 
Air Forces' only official recogni- 
tion of the events of the 20th. The 
AF, however, now promises to 
make a thorough investigation of 
the events of both nights. 


In the 
unofficial 
category of 


saucer study is the theory of Dr. 
Donald H. Menzcl. a/ Harvard pro- 
fessor of astrophysics. It seems to 
have had most effect in debunk- 
ing saucer reports among the ex- 
perts. 


He says visual sightings could 


be ordinary lights which aro re- 
flected from warm layers of air. 
And he sajs radar oan produce a 
false pip in the same way. 


Accoidmg to several experts in 


Washington, who asked not to be 
quoted, Menzel's theory docs not 
account for the simultaneous vis- 
ual and radar sightings. 


Further, it isn't likely that any 


warm layer of reflecting air would 
have remained constant for so 


, long a period over Washington

Tuesday and came out predicting 
victory for the general in NebraS' 
ka and expressing confidence that 
Taft will take an active part in 
the campaign to put Eisenhower 
in the White House. 


In Indiana, the pre-conventlon 


state committee for Eisenhower 
decided to stay in existence, but 
agreed to cooperate with the pro- 
Taft regular Republican state or- 
ganization. 


In the Democratic camp, rum-

Glume-less'Sweet Corn Is 
In Works for Your Table

MADISON, Wis.. (AP) —Coming 


soon is corn on the cob that won't 
stick in your teeth." 


The big tooth-picking trouble- 


makers are glumes—the haid, lea- 
thery envelopes that partly encase 
each kernel of coin. In typical 
corn the glumes surround the low- 
er half of each kernel. Nibbling 
off a row of kernels, you also get 
glumes that may stick in your 
teeth or cut sensitive gums. 


They're Gremlins 


The glumes do another disserv- 


ice. They usually prevent your 
biting out the whole kernel, es- 
pecially the bottom bit containing 
the embryo that is richest in vita- 
mins and proteins. 


Glumes are gremlins for corn 


canners, too. They constrict the 
base of the kernel, reducing ker- 
nel size and preventing deep cut- 
ting. 
Loose glumes have to be 


washed »>«'ay.

111., man testified Tuesday that 
unfamiliarity with business opera- 
tions caused an executive of his 
firm to resell priority steel. 


Neil Ekblaw, 32, and his brother, 


Walter, 33, control Roy G. Miller, 
Inc., a farm Implement firm in 
Monmouth is charged with making 
a large profit in reselling steel 
alloted to it. 


Neil Ekblaw appeared at a Na- 


tional production Authority hearing 
conducted by Commissioner Pal- 
mer D. Edmonds. The NPA said 
the Ekblaws bought 10 carloads 
of steel on an NPA priority for 
$41,104 and resold it for $72,030. 


The brothers bought into the 


company in September, 1950, with 
the understanding that Neil would 
act as president, Neil Ekblaw testi- 
fied. However, he said, he was 
called into military service short- 
ly after the purchase and Walter 
was forced to take the presidency. 
He said Walter was unfamiliar 
with business operations. 


James A. Sprowl, attorney for

"Sinners Bell" Witt Toll for 
LaSalladns During Centennial 


LASALLE, 
111.—(AP)— Visitors 


to LaSallc's centennial celebration 
Friday and Saturday will hear the 
tolling of the "Poor Sinners' Bell 
that once rung in a little German 
city. 


The bell was brought from Eu< 


rope by Franciscan Sisters who 
founded St. Mary's hospital in La 
Salle in 1887. The sisters use it 
to ring the angelus, a morning, 
noon and evening devotion. Its 
earlier use was to remind the 
faithful to pray for the condemned. 


Inscribed on the bell Is "Johann 


Peter Edel Zu Strassburg Goss 
Mich. 1700." This means the bell 
was cast by John Peter Edel in 
1700 at the present city of Stras- 
bourg in the Alsace-Lorraine re- 
gion of France. 


At one time the bell belonged to 


the city of Gengenbach in the 
Grand Duchy of Baden, Germany. 
It was the custom in the early 19th 
century to toll it when a criminal 
was put to death so that the faith- 
ful could pray for his soul. 


The bell rang for that purpose 


n July. 1847, and again in Jan- 
uary.
